Admini strati vo  Notice  100  {j-lk-kQ)  advised  that  the  PMA  Procedure  Classi- 
fication Chart  is  in  the  process  of  complete  revision.    The  revision 
of  the  "U"  Office  Services  series  has  now  "been  completed.    The  "1" 
General  Administration  series  is  in  process  of  revision  and  will  he 
released  shortly. 

II  REVISED  CLASSIFICATION  SERIES  FOR  OFFICE  SERVICES  INSTRUCTION 

The  approved  Classification  Chart  for  numbering  PMA  Manual  Instructions 
pertaining  to  Office  Services  is  attached.    It  should  he  trimmed  and 
fastened  over  the  section  headed  "k  Office  Services"  on  the  PMA  Proce- 
dure Classification  Chart  dated  10-25-^5,  if  available.    Supplies  of 
this  Chart  are  not  available  for  distribution  and  should  not  be  re- 
quested.

These  lists  include  appropriations 
and  funds  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  appropriations  emd  funds ^  now 
expired,  -wiiich  were  available  for  obligalion  during  the  fiscal  years 
1948  and  1947  but  -vriiich  are  still  available  for  expenditureo 

II  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FUNDS 

Hie  ptirposes  for  -vrtiioh  ftmds  allocated  to  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration  are  appropriated  eoid  special  provisions  limiting  ihe 
expenditure  of  these  funds  are  contained  in  tSie  annual  appropriation 
acts.

tions may  be  either  definite  or  indefinitoo 

K      Working  Funds  -  flinds  transferred  in  advance,  in  aooordajice 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  601  of  the  Economy  Act,  approved  June 
30,  1932  (31  UoSoCc  686),  from  one  Government  department  or  agency  to 
another  Govenament  department  or  agency  for  obligation  and  expenditure 
become  Tiorking  funds.    Such  funds  are  available  for  the  specific  pxxr- 
poses  for  irtiioh  transferredj  however,  they  remain  subject  to  all  pro- 
visions and  limitations  applicable  to  the  appropriations  flrom  -vdiich  the 
funds  were  drawno    Public  Law  94,  78tii  -Congress,  extended  the  avail- 
ability of  working  funds  for  obligation  purposes  to  two  years  beyond 
the  time  for  obligation  of  the  parent  account  (appropriation).

L       Revolving  Funds  -  A  revolving  fund  is  a  fund  established  in 
appropr^fi tjoT'  ftOffo^T^^-"       carry  out  a  cycle  of  operations  and  which  is 
augmented  by  earnings  or  is  reimbursed,  in  Tdiole  or  in  part,  by  collec- 
tions or  charges  to  other  appropriations  for  such  items  as  commodities 
furnished  or  services  rendered. 

M       Trust  Funds  -  A  trust  fund  is  an  amovmt  received  or  appropri- 
ated and  held  in  trust  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  trust  or  act. 
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IT      Allotment  Aoooxmt  Funds  -  An  allotment  account  is  one  the 
amoxant  of  wtiich  has  been  allotted  to  an  agency  from  a  fund  or  appropri-

0       Special  Deposit  Accoimt  -  A  special  deposit  is  an  amount  of 
collections  deposited  with  the  TSreasurer  of  the  United  States  to  the 
official  credit  of  an  accountable  officer  pending  final  disposition  of 
ihe  amounts  "so  deposited.

B       Government  receipts  and  appropriati.ons  are,  in  general,  iden- 
tified under  three  classes  of  funds;  namely,  "tlie  General  Fund,  Special 
Funds,  and  Trust  Funds o    To  group  and  identify  all  receipts  and  appro- 
priatlons  under  such  major  fund  classifications,  the  last  four  numbers 
of  such  funds  are  assigned  as  followss

Furtiier  and  specifically,  ihese  fovir  digits  designate  ihe  use  of  the 
fund  emd  serve  as  the  accounting  structure  for  the  complete  symbol. 
The  prescribed  symbols  -when  applied  to  receipt  accounts  are  prefixed 
by  only  two  digits  (or  index  number)  to  denote  the  department  or  estab- 
lishment through  vdiich  the  receipts  are  collected  and  deposited. 

C       In  order  to  identify  and  coordinate  special  and  trust  fund 
receipt  accounts  with  their  related  appropriation  accoTants,  such  special 
and  trxost  fund  receipt  aaid  appropriation  accounts  hare  been  assigned  the 
same  symbol  numbers;  for  example,  the  receipt  account  "Deposits  of  Fees, 
Inspection  and  Grading  of  Tiarm  Rroducts"  has  been  assigned  receipt 
symbol  "128015"  and  the  related  trust  fund  appropriation  account 
"Expenses  and  Refunds,  Inspection  and  Grading  of  Iferm  Products,  Pro- 
duction and  Marketing  Administration"  has  been  assigned  appropriation 
symbol  "12X8015." 

D       Symbols  assigned  to  general  fmd  appropriations  do  not  corres- 
pond to  any  particular  receipt  syiabol  under  1iie  general  fund  but  are 
identified  as  general  fund  appropriations  by  the  assignment,  thereto  of 
numbers  within  "the  field  used  for  general  fund  receipts. 

E       The  four  basic  numbers  when  applied  to  appropriation  accounts 
will  be  prefixed  as  follows s 

1  By  a  single  digit  (0  to  9)  to  indicate  the  fiscal  year 
in  the  case  of  annual  appropriations  and  by  an  "X"  in  the  case  of 
appropriations  without  fiscal  year  limitations;  for  example, 
"1294800(48)"  and  "12X8015."    Those  appropriations  (multiple-year) 
Triii'Si  by  specific  language  are  available  for  a  definite  period  in 
excess  of  one  fiscal  year  are  prefixed  to  indicate  the  years  in- 
volved by  two  digits  separated  by  a  diagonal  (/),    For  example, 
the  fund  "129/02215"  is  available  for  obligation  for  the  fiscal 
year  1949  and,  in  addition,  through  December  31,  1949,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  language  in  the  appropriation  act« 

2  Preceding  the  fiscal  year  designation  are  added  the  two 
digits  to  denote  the  departnent  or  establishment  under  the  juris- 
diction of  which  the  funds  are  available  for  expenditure.  The 
two-digit  index  number  prescribed  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
(and  all  agencies  thereunder)  is  always  "12." 
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3       Following  the  basic  numbers  is  usually  a  code  designation 
in  parenthesis  indicating  ihe  agency  administering  the  fund.  The 
code  for  PMA  is  "(48)."    This  code  does  not  appear,  however,  on  all 
funds,  and  particular  care  should  be  taken  to  use  it  only  where 
prescribedo 

F       "When  an  appropriation  or  a  part  thereof  is  transferred  from 
one  deparlment  or  establishment  to  another,  the  complete  original  symbol 
is  retained  and  is  prefixed  by  the  index  digits  of  the  deparlment  or 
establishment  to  Y&ildi  transferred.    For  eocample,  "12-2180502(48)"  is 
a  transfer  from  tiie  Deparianent  of  the  Army  to  the  Deparlment  of  Agri- 
cultureo 

G       Any  digits  to  the  right  of  the  basic  symbols,  preceded  by  a 
decimal,  indicate  specific  limitations  placed  on  the  basic  accounto 
The  provisions  of  such  limitations  -will  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

7      AVAILABLE  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FUNDS 

A       General  -  There  is  attached  a  list  (Exhibit  A)  of  appropria- 
tions and  funds  made  available  to  the  Production  and  Marketing  Adminis- 
tration for  the  current  fiscal  yeeo"  (1949)  as  well  as  funds,  now 
expired,  for  Hie  fiscal  years  1948  and  1947o    Diese  appropriations  and 
funds  are  listed  by  symbol  and  title  and  according  to  class  of  fund. 
Also  listed  are  available  special  deposit  accounts  and  receipt  accomts. 

B       Designations  as  to  Maintenance  of  Accounts  -  The  appropria- 
tions and  funds  listed  therein  are  designated  as  being  maintained  either 
in  the  Administrative  Fiscal  Division  or  the  Fiscal  Control  Division  or 
in  both  Divisions,  depending  on  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the  fund. 
These  designations  are  set  forth  for  the  guidance  of  personnel  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  accoxmts  and  the  reporting  therefor.    The  designa- 
tions are  not  entirely  restrictive  and  are  intended  to  be  flexible 
enough  to  meet  existing  operaHons  for  the  particular  activily  involved* 
The  general  fund  receipt  accounts  are  not  classified  as  to  "w^iere  they 
are  or  may  be  mainteined  since  each  particular  transaction  will  govern 
as  to  -jriaere  it  vdll  be  recorded.    Logically,  most  general  fund  receipt 
accounts  are  maintained  in  the  AF  Division,

The  Directo  r  of  Personnel  has  recommended  that  the  agencies  of  the  De- 
partment solicit  contributions  of  the  following  types  from  retiring 
esqployees: 

^      Historical.    A  record  of  accootplishments,  either  in  the  8cien> 
tific  or  administrative  field,  which  are  of  historical  significance  for 
the  adrancement  of  agriculture,  gorernment,  or  the  public  service,  and 
which  lend  themselres  to  written  records.    The  attention  of  the  Committee 
on  Agricultural  History  should  he  called  to  outstanding  persons  about  to 
retire  who  can  Biake  such  contributions.    This  should  be  done  several 
months  in  advancement  of  the  retirement  date  if  possible.    (See  Admin- 
istrative Regulations,  Title  1,  Chapter  6,  Section  12,  and  Secretary's 
Memorandum  925,  Revision  1,  December  26,  I9U7) 

B       Personal .    Parting  observations  and  sidvice  based  on  the  wealth 
of  experience  gained  by  the  retiring  employee  in  govemment  service. 
Such  suggestions  might  or  might  not  be  reduced  to  writing.    Very  often 
they  may  be  offered  by  the  employee  at  small  informal  meetings  of  fellow- 
workers,  especially  if  he  is  given  time  in  advance  to  reminisce  and  pre- 
pare for  the  meetings. 

Directors  and  Administrative  officers  of  the  Branches  and  Staff  offices 
will  be  responsible  in  PMA  for  soliciting  contributions  of  these  types 
from  retiring  anployees.
